The Amount the Hoosac Valley Street 


Hailroad Will Pay Towards the 


Bridge. 
Arnold Printworks 


Pays Half of the Maca- 


dam at Beaver. 


A regular meeting of the city council 


will be held tonight and it is likely that 
the question asked by Councilman Humor 
reg; rding the amount the Hoosac Valley 
streot railroad is contributing towards the 
cost of the new Main streot bridge will be 
answered. It is understood that the con- 
tract between the city and the street rail- 
roar, will be submitted to the council. 
The contract will show that the railroad 
company will pay one-third 
of the 


cost of the 
bridge. 
Whatever 
the 


bridge, abutments and all, will cost 
tbe 
city 
the 
railroad 
company 


will be assessed one-third of it for its 
right of way over the structure. The 
bridge will not be completed for a week . 
or two yet. The company having the 
I 


contract for its construction is getting; out [ 
the iron for it as fast as they cim. There 
has been an nnusual pressure on the roll- 
ins'mills, which has been the cause of the 
delay. Part of the material is ready for 
ship nent, but it is thought better to hold 
]t until the whole is completed. The work 
of constructing the bridge will be pushed 
witli the utmost rapidity when the mate- 
rial i.s on the ground. 


Tbere hns been some comment passed 


on the public work that is being done in 
tho Beaver district. 
It has been asked 


why the city is spending so much money 
in that section of the city when other i 
parts are seemingly in as much need and 
more centrally located. The department 
of public works is doing some expen jive 
sewer work in that section and is mac- 
adamizing a stretch of tbe Beaver roiid. 
The itewer is an imperative matter, and 
one that the state authorities would have 
attended to if the public officials had not 
taker it in hand. 


The board of health demanded a new 


sewerinthat section and it had the state 
board of health behind it. There was 
nothing for tbe city to do but go ahead 
with b°work or leave it in f'p °tatc I 
I) \ird to do and then have the stale board | 
assess the city for the cost that tbe state j 
oflici.'.ls had incurred. The laying of the i 
sewei is a very expensive job and is one 
that the department ol public works 
wouKl have liked very much to postpone 
to uni'ther yoar. 


The laying of the macadam has not the 


state nianclntr behind It, but it is believed ' 
that "conomy will warrant the action j 
that has been tnkcn. 
The city voted 


f2,500 for imcaclam to bo laid wherever it 
was thought it would serve the public in- j 
terest best. An attempt is being made to 
get o macadamized road through to 
Adams and (here is reason to believe tbat 
a state road will be carried to a point 
near the Mnin street bridge. This makes 
a road west and one south of the very best 
hind. The town of Ulark&burg hns peti- 
tioned the state officials for a strip of 
state i lacadam on the road that reaches i 
from North Adams to Stamford, Vt. ' 
< larkrburg holds that the road in question I 
is of httle value to it and that it has had 
I 


to tak1; care of it for the accommodation i 
of Vermont and North Adams people. 
The ciaimisajust one and it'is believed 
that the state highway commission will 
look upon it as such. 


It is thought that if tbe state granted 


the ro id to Clarksburg it would be well 
for N'->rth Adams to have a macadam 
stretch, leaching from it into North Ad- 
ams a'i far as possible, thus making good 
roads irom the city in three very impor- 
tant d rections. The department of public 
works was encouraged in taking the step 
it has to macadamize tbe Beaver road by 
the A) nold print works offering to pay a,3 
many dollars to the making of the road as 
the city would if the building be done this 
year. Commissioner Hunter accepted the 
offer of the Arnold print works ai;d tho 
money appropriated for macadam is being 
spent ')n the Beaver road. 
As Commis- 


sioner Hunter remarked Saturday, the 
print ivorks is the only abutter that has 
offered to pay half of any macadam road 
that h is been made by the eit3'. 


To be Erected at Once. 
Large Build- 


ing of Brick and Iron on Pearl 


Street. 
Room for Storage, 


Repairs and Offices.

Since the Williamstown line of the 


Hoosac Valley Street railroad was built 
the company has been handicapped in 
many instances by the fact that its cars 
have had to be housed at Zylonite, where 
they could not be gotten out and put on 
the Williamstown line at short notice. 
To remedy this defect and in other ways 
benefit the service of the whole road, the 
company has secured land on Pearl street 
and removed 
from it 
four 
tenement 


houses to make room for a car barn, the 
erection of which will begin at once. The 
building will be 102 by 130 ieet and will be 
constrtfcted of brick and iron. Besides 
ample room for earn it will contain 
room for the storage of materials, a 
repair 
shop 
and 
offices. 
It 
is 


ana expensive location for such a build- 
ing, but this being the central part or the 
road it will enable the company to render 
much better service, especially on tho 
Williamstown line. Frequently hereto- 
fore extra cars have been called for on 
that line at short notice ajjd tho demand 
could not bo met because there was not 
time to bring the cars 
from Zylonite. 


This inconvenience will be entirely done 
away with by the erection of this build- 
ins 


Liarge additions ha;-e just been made to 


tho facilities in the power at Zylonite. 
Two 300-horse power engines built by the 
Slater engine company of Warren have 
been put in, and connected with them are 
tv.-o 303-borse power dynamos built by the 
Grand Electric company of Scbenectady, 
N. Y. This heavy addition to its equip- 
ment gives the company a large reserve 
power which will enable it to run all tue 
extra cars necessary at any time with 
perfect ense. The company is also plac- 
ing orders for more closed cars to supply 
the extra calls which are 
frequently 


made, and when all is completed tho 
equipment of the road 
will, it is be- 


Leved,be equal to any and all demands 
which may be made upon it. 


The operation of the road this season 


has been seriously interfered with by the 
work on Main street and the bridge, but 
tnis work bad to lip done and the inter- 
ference was absolutely unavoidable. 
The 


company has done tho best it could under 
the circumstances, as the traveling publio 
well understands, and very little com- 
pl'unt has been heard. 
The hindrance,, 


to perfect bervicc will very soon be re- 
moved and with its new bnJding in this 
city the company will be in a position to 
meet the wants of the public more com- 
pletely than ever before. 


In Ilolyoke and Springfield brick pave- 


ments have been laid in streets where 
rails like those that have been in use on 
Main street arc used, but the company 
hcre wanted to be sure of permanent 
work and is consequently preparing to 
lay much heavier rails as far as the pav- 
ing is to extend. All these changes take 
tinte and interrupt the even flow of busi- 
ness, but when they are completed the 
pxiblic will be rewarded by a service to 
which nome can take exception.

There is no end 
of hiding places and dark corners wheto 
the evilly dispot-ed can skulk and hide so 
that no patrolman can iiud thorn or pre- 
vent their being in these dark corners to 
w-orlr their own deviltry. Then, too, the 
alley-ways are open lor all and every- 
body to enter as they please, and, if they 
keep on guard, to do as they please with- 
out detection unless there were police 
guard sufficient to watch all the dark 
places. 


What the officer suggested was that tbe 


alley ways and rear of the business blocks 
be cleared up, the dark holes gotten rid of 
and the alleys closed at night excepting 
to the patrolmen. This is done in the 
larger cities and the patrolmen there have 
no such difficulties as do the Xorth Adams 
officers. 


This suggestionis practicable and should 


be put in force at once, even by the pass- 
ing of a city ordinance regulating the use 
of alleys and the construction of certain 
protections in U>e rear of buildings. As it 
's now, the rear of the business places on 
Main street invites burglary and handi- 
caps the polici'. Why should not Xorth 
Adams tend to its back alleys and rears o( 
buildings as do other cities, and so aid the 
police in prcvc nting burglary' 


We would invite the city council's at- 


tention to this matter f.s being worthy of 
serious considi ration.

,iher confined in an air-tight coffer- 
dam containing sufficient air to keep 
it alive, and placed fifteen feet from 
the target, was killed. 
The idea of 


having the cofferdam air-tight was to 
prevent the chicken from experiencing 
the concussion. The head of a chicken 
tied in the open air thirty-five feet 
from the plate was blown oft and all 
Ha feathers removed, showing the ter- 
nUc etiecr of the concussion, whi.e 
ilic I'ovrih fowl, placed in an air-tight 
lott'erdam thirty-nine feet distant was 
dazed, but not unconscious. It died 
Lhe next day.—New York Sun.

An interesting account of the manu- 


facture of the so-called Indian ink, 
nhich is made only in the Anliiu prov- 
ince ot China, is given by Mr. Fraser, 
our consul at Wuku, on the Yang-tsze, 
in his last trade report. It is more 
correctly called China ink and from 
Anhui it goes to every port of Chin?!, 
and all over the world. In 1S93 about 
two tons of it, valued at $2,820 were 
exported from 
Shanghai to 
foreign 


countries. The materials with which 
this beautiful blai-k ink is made aro 
scsamim or colza oil, or the oil ex- 
pressed from the poisonous seeds of a 
tree extensively cultivated in 
the 


Yang-tsze valley, and also well known 
in Japan. To this varnish and pork 
fat are added. The lampblack made 
by iho combustion ot these substances 
i.s classed according to the materials 
sud the grade of fineness, and also ac- 
cording to the tune taken over the 
process of combustion. 
The paste 


made ol this lampblack has some glue 
added, and is beaten on wooden anvils 
with steel hammers. Two good ham- 
hcrs can prepare n a day eighty picr'es 
each weighing half a pound. A certain 
quantity of musk of the mnskdoor, or 
of Baroos camphor, for scenting, and 
roM leaves, varying from 20 to ICO 
to the pound, are added to give a me- 
tallic luster. The materials thus pre- 
pared are molded in molds of carveO 
wood, dried, which takes about twenty 
days in fine weather, and adorned with 
Chinese characters in gilding. 
About 


thirty-two average-sized sticks of ink 
go to the pound. The price varies 2s. 
or less per pound to as much as £7, 
there being over a 
dozen 
different 


gradrs. 
The superior kinds 01 this 


ink appear to be used in China, and 
not exported.—From The 
Manufac- 


turer.

MR. ELKIN'S QUEER FOWLS. 


A Cross ISetweon Minovocas and a Bird 


from the Falkland Ishuuls. 


R. L. Elkin, a prominent 
farmer 


near Lancaster, N. Y., has devoted 
several years to raising domestic fowls 
qf different breeds, and has now on 
hand a few fowls which are attracting 
the attention of the public on account 
ol their unusual color, size, and form, 
and their aptitude to imitate, which 
makes a near approach to intelligence 
and bids lair to dispense with errand 
hoys, shepherd dogs, and telephones. 
They are a cross between the Minorca 
and a fowl which was sent him by his 
friend, Col. John Mills, now United 
States Consul at Falkland Islands, 
which in many respects resembles tn« 
parrot, though not so clumsy. 


The fowls weigh about three pounds, 


have sharp claws, a long beak, slight- 
ly carved, large yellow eyes, a white 
crest, dark green plumage, and an in- 
telligent expression. They fly rapidly 
and although domesticated they hav< 
a tendency to roam for hours at a 
time. He calls them "minims" be- 
cause of their size. 
From the time 


they come from the shell they are 
easily handled and are fond of hu- 
man society, 
always 
manifesting 
a 


disposition to imitate human action 
and make articulate sounds approxi- 
mating the language 
o£ the parrot. 


They are non-sitters, but their eggs 
will hatch In fourteen days. 
They 


will only roost In trees or on the roof 
of a house. On the approach of a 
stranger they make a 
shrill 
clatter 


like the guinea foul, and when any- 
thing unusual is about to occur they 
uake a loud noise, which sounds like 
the words "Look out!" 
Their timely 


warning is invaluable in many in- 
stances. It' a dog or any other animal 
ventures into their inclosure he meets 
with such a reception as to insure a 
speedy departure, with no inclination 
to return. 
The sharp curved beak 


and sharp claws have inflicted man} 
wounds on intruders. 


Unerring 
instinct seems to give 


them as accurate idea of the time of 
day, 
and when the regular routine of 


farm work has been performed in 
sight ol them they seem to realize any 
delay in the same work on a succeed- 
ing' day. Mr. Elkm's bluegrass past- 
ure in which his milch cows 
graze 


contains about fitly acres antl extends 
up to the barnyard. He assorts posi- 
tively that the cowboy, who always 
fed them after milking, was late com- 
ing from the field one evening last 
week, and he saw two of the fowls fly 
away in the direction of the cows, one 
of which was lying down. They light- 
ed upon her and induced her to rise 
by a gentle touch with their claws. 
The same inducement was applied to 
the whole herd until they were march- 
ed to the milk pen. These acts are 
the result of observation and the fowls 
bid fair to become more valuable than 
the dog to herdsmen.—Louisville Dis- 
patch.

In the middle ot the Cocopah hills, in 


Arizona, is what is known as the Lake 
of Ink.

acter. The temperature varies from 
110 degrees to 21G degrees, according 
to the locality, and the water 
feela 


smooth and oily. According to the In- 
dians, not only of the vicinity, but far 
away, the waters o£ the lake 
have 


strong 
medicinial 
qualities, though 


most white people would hesitate to 
adopt the 
mode of 
treatment pre- 


scribed. The invalid is buried up to 
his mouth in the hot volcanic mud for 
from twenty to thirty minutes.

he is carried, covered with mud, to the 
edge of the lake, into which he ia 
plunged for from fifteen to twenty min- 
utes, after which he is rolled in a blan- 
ket and allowed to sweat on tbe hot, 
sulphurous sand or rock near by.

O. H. Merriok of Holyoke has withdrawn, 
the fight is between George P. Lawrence 
of North Adams, whose candidacy has 
been insisted on by the people, and Dana 
Malone of Greenfield. Supporters of the 
latter have worked a fine-tooth comb 
among the Berkshire delegates in the 
dope 
to 
make 
such 
inroads 


there as will 
demoralize 
the cause 


of the president of the senate. Much 
industry has been expended 
in this 


line. "We observe, however, that most 
Berkshire towns will send representative 
men to the congressional convention. In 
so far as this is d me it will tend to nullify 
the allurements of the Malone workers. 
It does not seem likely that the Malone 
vote will rise anything like so high as 9D, 
which total is claimed by his backers. A 
full convention will be made up of 201 
votes, of which Berkshire will have 9S) 
Hampden 50, Franklin 34 and Hampshire 
19. The success of Lawrence is conceded, 
the only doubt being as to the size of bis 
majority. It looks in advance like a hand- 
some victory for the gentleman 
from 


North Adams." 


This estimate of! the congressional sit- 


uation is from Sunday's Republican: 


'The withdrawal of O. H. Merrick of 


Holyoke from the congressional coatest 
was heard yesterday in Fittafield with 
some surprise, although a few knowing 
ones predicted it some days ago, and di- 
rectly alter returning from the state con- 
vention. 
His withdrawal is interpreted 


Pittsfield as a strong point toward 


Senator Lawrence's nomination, as the 
latter is known to'.have strong friends in 
the paper city. The Pittsfield men who 
claim to have information from practi- 
cally every town in the county, say 
that the report that Mr. Malone has 
some of the Berkshire towns is idle. 
The committees have been in corre- 
spondence with town committees to the 
end that Berkshire be fully represented in 
the Holyoke convention and it 13 re- 
ported in Pittsfield that, aside 
from 


Franklin county and a few other towns, 
the district is more than likely to show a 
decided majority for Senator Lawrence. 
Northern Berkshire 
Republicans who 


claim to know, assure their Pittsfield 
brethren that the outlook is growing 
brighter every day, and that they have 
arrangad for a complete delegation from 
every town in their section of Berkshire, 
and that they have promises of strong 
support from over the mountain. It is an 
open secret that some of the Pittsfield 
men have been of late rather disturbed 
over the apparent quietude in the county, 
which, in the light of past campaigns and 
making sure of delegates long before a 
convention, some of them fear may re- 
sult in a disappointment. It is feared 
that a Malone agent may have been in 
tho home field. Some of the smaller 
Berkshire towns have not been visited, as 
they naturally expect to be, and it is ad- 
mitted that Mr. Malone, through a trusty 
agent, might capture a few Berkshire 
credentials while the quietness and feel- 
in? of certainty has been on of late. 


Pittsfield's delegation is made up in 


part of last year's friends of Malone, as 
against Mr. Wright, and it is noticed, too, 
that the local party paper, the Eagle, is 
not making as vigorous a campaign for 
Mr. Lawrence as the North Adams papers 
are. However, the entire Pittsfield dele- 
gation will go for jjawrence, as it would 
be suicidal 
to divide and thus an- 


tagonize the 
North Adams men and 


create any feeling between the two sec- 
tions of Berkshire at this juncture. The 
feeling in Pittsfield last night was, after 
interviews with several Republicans of 
prominence, that Mr.Malone would stay in 
the contest; that Mr. Lawrence will show 
so much strength on the first ballot that his 
nomination is a foregone conclusion, and 
that then Mr.Malones's friends would take 
him out of the field. This would leave 
him in a position where, later on, Berk- 
shire could be appealed to in his behalf, 
and he would also be the only candidate 
who was in line for nomination a few 
years hence. They say also that it will 
not be good politics for Malone to en- 
deavor to get any delegates from Berk- 
shire, as Berkshire has made no attempt 
to influence a single delegate or town in 
Franklin county for Lawrence; leaving 
the field entirely to Mr. Malone and al- 
lowing the fullest claim to unanimous 
support for each candidate in their re- 


i spective counties. It is fair to say, how- 
ever, that some of the most astute old- 
time managers are atrifie uneasy because 
the former practice of "plowing the field 
before the harvest," as one expresses it, 
has been abandoned this fall- aud there is 
seme curiosity to see how the new'tactics 
will work."

A eerious accident occurred at Adams 


Saturday night, when James Durkin of 
that place sustained an injury which will 
cripple him for life. He is u young man 
about 17 years old, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Michael Durkin of North Summer street. 


There is nobody who seems to know 


just how the acciduut happened. 
The 


facts as obtained are that about 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning as Harry Higharo, who 
lives on Forest Park avenue, was going 
home, he was about to cross through 
Notre Dame church yard from Columbia 
to Maple street, when he heard groans 
and found Mr. Durkin lying on 
the 


ground in front of the church. 


He at once notified Captain Hodecker 


of the police force and the young man 
was at once removed to the station house, 
and it waa found that his right foot had 
been badly smashed. He said he did not 
know how it happened. The officer hired 
a team and drove to the boy's home and 
told his father what had happened. 


When Mr. Durkin arrived at the police 


station he took his sou in the carriage and 
brought him to the hospital in this city. 
They arrived about o o'clock and Drs. 
Carr and Putnam attended. On examina- 
tion it was found that the right foot was 
crushed almost into a jelly and had to bu 
amputated so that only the heel wa6 
saved. 


The story is that he boarded the 11 


o'clock electric car on Park street in Ad- 
ams and stood on the front step of the 
car. When at a point opposite the church 
he jumped off and fell and the rear wheels 
of the car passed over him. The conduc- 
tor, who was taking fares, did not see the 
boy but the passengers knew that some- 
thing had happened. 


The car was stopped and Conductor 


Bratchy went back and found the young 
man sitting on the sidewalk. When asked 
if he was hurt he replied that he was not 
and told tho conductor to go ahead. 


The unfortunate boy must have then 


crossed tha road and laid down on the 
church lawn, where Mr. Higbam found 
him.
